that the road debt of the Province 
from 1930 to 1935 was $12,573.000 
added to the Public Dept. While 
the road programme from 1935 to 
1940 was done without’ one cent 
of debt to the Province. Frém 1940 
tc 1945,’ the restrictions of. war 
made advancement in road- build- 
ing difficult. In spite of this, more 
miles were built and gravelled 
than in any five years of the Pro- 
vince’s history. The new  five- 
year programme will start as soon 
as construction can begin.

Road construction will 
not be limited by necessary money 
but only by the amount of equip- 
ment available as far as this year 
is concerned.

Hon E. Ansley, Minister of Edu- 
cation, revealed that the school en- 
rolment for the past year stood 
at 152,532, which is higher than 
the previous year. The average 
monthly attendance was _ better 
than in the past. Some interesting 
data was given regarding teachers’ 
Salaries which showed that the 
average salary in divisions for 1939 
-40 was $812. For 1943 ang 1944 
it was $1076; and last year $1211. 
In the urban schools the salary 
was $1434 in the year 1939-40; 
$1595 three years later and $1680 
last year..The average of all schools 

was $1089, $1,298 and $1405 in 
these three respective years. 

Alberta stands third highest, as 
far as the median salaries are con- 
cerned for 1944.

THE MOST SERIOUS PROBLEM which has arisen since the end of | 
the war is the world food shortage, which has become increasingly critical | 
during the last few months. In the past, starvation and plague have very | 
often followed in the wake of war, but it was hoped that this time, means | 
might be found to avert disasters | such as these.

have food to export, sufficient supplies are not available to provide ade- |

At the same time, due to the devastation of War, the 
acreage sown in wheat and cereal crops on that continent. has been greatly 
reduced. In addition, adverse weather conditions caused thcse crops which | 
were sown in Europe last year, to be one of the poorest in history. The 
annual pre-war wheat crop in Europe averaged some forty-two million tons, 
while this year the yield was estimated at only about twenty-three million | 
tons. Drought conditions in many parts of the world, and a widespread 
shortage of fertilizers during the past two years have also contributed to |
